SHIP DURING 


GUN PRACTICE 


Chicago Women, Bound for France, Were 
Watching Naval Marksmen When Portion 
of Prcjectile Fiew Back on Vessei;

NEW YORK, May 21.—Misses Edith 
Ayres and Helen Burnett Woods, both of 
Chicago, nurses and members of Base 
Hospital No. 12, on itg way for service in 
France, were killed yesterday on board 


an American steamship when pieces of 
a shell fired by a naval gun crew in 
practice ricocheted from the water's sur- 
face and scattered among a group of 
nurses and surgeons. A third nurse was 
seriously wounded. 

The steamship sailed Saturday evening 
for Europe. With her flag at half-mast 
she came into an American port this 
morning, bringing the bodies of the 
nurses. These were brought ashore and 
the wounded nurse also was landed. 

It is understood that the unit aboard 
the ship was recruited in Chicago. 

The accident ..happened about 2:30 
c’clock yesterday afternoon. A gun at 
the stern was being used. An examina- 
tion made by the ship’s officers showed 
that when a shell struck the water about 
175 feet from the vessel the centrifugal 
force caused bits of the steel to fly back 
on board ship. One of the ship's offi- 
cers was standing beside the nurses and 
was uninjured. 


In keeping with regulations which the 


Navy Department has asked newspapers 
to observe, it is not permissible to print 
the name of the ship on which the 
nurses were killed. 

However, the Post-Dispatch has 
learned that St. Louis Base tnospital 
Unit No. 21, which sailed for France 
from an American port last Saturday, 
was not on that vessel.

WASHINGTON,: May 21.—The Navy 
Department’s official dispatch gave no 
details of the accident other than that 
the nurses were killed by fragments of 
brass from one of the liner’s guns. This 
was taken to dispose of the first report 
that they had been struck by shell frag- 
ments ricocheting from the water and to 
indicate that they were killed as the 
result of some sort of a gun accident.

LONDON, May 21.—It was# announced 
by Premier Lloyd George in the House 
of Commons today that the new Gov- 


ernment proposed to summon immedi- 
ately a convention of representative 
Irishmen in Ireland to submit to thé 
British Parliament a. constitution for 
the future government of Ireland. 

DUBLIN, May 21.—A meeting of mem- 
bers of the Sinn Fein, presided over by 
Count Plunkett, was held here yester- 
day to consider the Government's pro- 
posals for a settlement of the home rule 
controversy. A statement was issued 
after the meeting, saying in effect that 
the Government already was pledged to 
support a small section of the Irish in 
its refusal to abide by the decision of 
the majority, thereby precluding the pos- 
sibility of reaching a settlement through 
the suggested convention. 

The failure of reaching a settlement 
thus being preassured, the Government, 
says the statement, would be able to an- 
nounce that the Irish themselves had 
been unable to settle the Irish question. 
The people of Ireland are warned 
against what it termed “‘this pitfall.” 

Any convention to have the right to 
formulate a system. of Government for 
Ireland, the statement adds, must be 
freely chosen on the basis of adult suf- 
frage, free from English influence and 
free, if it so desires, to declare the com- 
plete independence of Ireland. 


AGREEMENT ON APPLICATION 
OF ADAMSON LAW IS NEAR 


HRatiroad and Brotherhood Represen- 
tatives Settling Potnits of Differ- 
ences in New York Conferences. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—A settlement is 
expected to be reached this week be- 
tween the National Conference Commit- 
tee of the Railways and the heads of 
the four railway brotherhoods on all 
points at issue over,.the application of 
the eight-hour day, representatives of 
both sides announced today. Confer- 
ences have been in progress here for 
two weeks. 

While the dispute which has twice 
brought the country to the verge of a 
national railroad strike was settled of- 
ficially in March, when the railroads 
granted the eight-hour day on the eve 
of the Supreme Court's decision uphold- 
ing the Adamson law, there remained 
many points of difference over the ap- 
plication of the law.

PETER GOUNIS OUT OF BUSINESS 


Ralph to Invoke “Blue Laws” Follow- 
ing Conviction of Eden Park Man 
on Liquor Selling Charge. 
Prosecuting Attorney Ralph of St. 
Louis County announced today, after 
the conviction of Peter Gounis, proprie- 
tor of Eden Park, at Meramec High- 
lands, or. a charge of sellink liquor 
without a license, that’ he would invohe 
the “‘blue laws’ against Gounis in an 
effort to drive him-out of business. 
The Prosecutor said he wotld file 
charges against Gounis for selling ice 
cream, sodas and cigars without 
license, and that he expected to be able 
to force him to close his place, which. 
Ralph contends, is being operated in 

violation of law. 

Gounis, his brother, Van Gounis, and 
two bartenders, Michael Gerris and Ar- 
thur Hert, were fined $100 each by Jus- 
tice Rowe in Kirkwood on charges thut 
they sold intoxicating liquor, May 6. 
without having obtained a license. 

Liquids seized by Constables that day 
were in bottles without labels, but bear- 
ing crowns containing the name of 2 
St. Louls brewery. Gounis explained 
that they contained ‘‘near beer.” Testi- 
mony of chemists at the trial was that 
each bottle contained from 4 to 4 2-6 per 
cent alcohol, about the per centa con- 
tained in most beer.

death. 

He was also one of the volunteer crew 
which manned the monitor Florida when 
it was used as a target for testing the 
big guns of the Arkansas in 1908 in 
Chesapeake Bay. This was a very dan- 
gerous service, and it was performed at 
the risk of the lives of those who did it. 

Shot on Chinese Expedition. 

In 1900, he volunteered to take com- 
mand of the American bluejackets and 
marines who joined the Seymour expedi 
tion in China for the relief of Pekin. 
The allies under Seymour were [fre- 
pulsed, and Taussig, then a Lieutenant, 
was shot in the leg. He spent six 
months in Pp hospital in Yokahoma, 
Japan, recovering from hig wound.

Conquests of Revolution to Be 
Safeguarded and Allies Ac- 
tively Supported. 


PEACE ATTITUDE DEFINED 


New Regime Not Indifferent to 
Fate of iBelgium, Servia and 
Rumania. 


“PETBOGRAD, May 21.—Prince Lvoff, 
the Russian Premier, and M. Teresch- 
tenko, the newly apppointed Foreign 
Minister, made long statements at a 
press reception yesterday on the recent 
crisis and the policy of Russia. 

Prince Lvoff, after declaring that the 
nation had been brought to the edge of 
an abyss, said: 

“The Government considers that“ its 
frst duty is to consolidate the fightin 
strength of the army, as well for safe- 
guarding the conquests of tke revolu- 
tion as for driving out the enemy anc 
actively supporting the allies. The Gov- 
ernment considers thac it is its duty 
to proclaim clearly and definitely its 
desire for the conclusion of a speedy 
peace; but, in speaking of peace without 
annexations or indemniries, the Govern- 
ment declares it is not a question of 
passive defense. Free Russia will not 
consent to leave under the yoke of 
German militarism territories which 
were abandoned owing to the criminal 
negligence of the old regime. Neither 
can Russia remain inaifferent to the 
fate of Belgium, Servia and Rumania, 
nor forget its duties toward them. Rus- 
sia cannot hand down to future genera- 
tions a dishonored reputation. 

“The existing armistice at the front, 
which gave the German Chancellor a 
pretext to*ormulate his idea of a sapa- 
rate peace, dishonorable to Russia, must 
cease. The country must speak its word 
and send its army out to fight.”’ 


Foreign Minister’s Statement. 

M. Tereschtenko, in his statement of 
the policy of free Russia, as outlined in 
the declaration of the provisional Gov- 
ernment, strongly emphasized the need 
of an indissoluble union with the allied 
democracies, and the consciousness of 
the duty these ties impose upon her. 
He declared that it was a question of 
honor of the revolution, which was more 
precious to Russia than ever. 

“Tl note with deep satisfaction,’ con- 
tinued the Minister, ‘‘that in our free 
Russia, despite our divergencies of view, 
there is no party, no single organization 
such as exists in reactionary Russia, 
capable of carrying on propaganda in 
favor of a separate peace. There is one 
(uestion, however, which still lets loose 
the passions, namely, the question of 
treaties concluded by the old regime, the 
immediate publication of which was dea- 
manded. This, I am convinced, is a mis- 
taken demand. 

‘The Russian democracy must under- 
stand that the publishing of these 
treaties would mean a rupture with the 
allies and the isolation of Russia, which 
would he the beginning of a separate 
peace. But this is just what the entire 
Russian people repudiates with all its 
strength. It understands that an inter- 
national war can be concluded by an 
international peace. New Russia must 
look forward, not behind. 

“There are two great new facts in the 
war—the Russian revolution and the 
entry of the great republic of the United 
States. A new start must be.made from 
these facts, and free Russia must prove 
that she is loyally fulfilling the engage- 
ments she entered upon with the allies 
for a united struggle and mutual help. 
The army will understand that it is 
fighting for all it holds most dear and 
that defeat will annihilate’ our new- 
found liberty and new life. 

“It is, indeed, ridiculous to speak at 
the present time of the annexation plans 
of the allies as a real menace to a just 
peace, when Russia, Belgium, France 
and Servia are themselves entirely or 
partially occupied by the enemy.” 


Union With Allies “Soul” of Regime. 

War Minister Kerensky, addressing a 
meeting of Black Sea delegates, said: 

“So long as I am Minister of War, no 
attempt at a counter-revolution is possi- 
ble. Our regime has for its soul com- 
plete union with the allies.”’ 

According to the newspapers, Keren- 
sky has appointed as deputy commander 
of the Petrograd military district Lieut 
Kozemin, who in the revolution of 1905 
Was elected president of “The Republig 
of Krasnoy-Arsk’’ in Siberia. He was 
subsequently sentneced to a long term of 
imprisonment at hard labor, which he 
was still serving at the outbreak of the 
revolution.

WOODEN SHIP PROGRAM 


Chairman Denies Reported Dif- 
ferences Between Shipping 
Board and Gen. Goethals. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Satisfaction 


over the appointment of Major-General 
Goethals to supervise the Government 
merchant ship construction is expressed 
by a committee representing the mer- 


chant marine service in a letter made 
public today by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, Department, of Commerce.

U. S. A... as head of the service en- 
gaged in building merchant ships tir tue 
United States, and we have noted the 
fact with keen satisfaction, knowing al- 
ready his ability as a manager, which 
he demonstrated in pushing to comple- 
tion the Panama Canat.” 


Deman Denies Differences. 
Chairman Denman of the Shippving 


Board has issued a denial of reports, 
widely circulated and repeated on the 
floor of the Senate. of differences be- 
tween members of the board and Gen 
Goethals. Statements that the board 
has abandoned its wooden shipbuilding 
program at the insistence of Gen. Goe- 
thals drew from Denman the declara 
tion that already contracts have veen 
awarded for 26 wooden ships and that 
scores of others will be awarded in the 
near future. 

“The Shipping Board,’ said Denman, 
“has never wanted to build wooden 
ships, but has been driven to it by ney 
cessity. The wooden vessel has an eco- 
nomic value that is not entirely negligi- 
ble, but were it not for the war, it is 
not conceivable that we would have 
built one of them. 


Steel Not AvaNable 
‘Before entering into the wooden ship- 


building project, -the board canvassed 
the steel shipbuilding industry and found 
it could get no contracts for the build- 
ing of steel vessels in any largé number 
for Government account, 

“Gen. Goethals did not ask it, but we 
assured him that his manageria! power. 
should be absolute and that while he 
could call upon the board for any as- 
sistance that he might need, the board 
would not attempt to interfere with any 
of his policies. 

‘Should the effectiveness of the sub 
marine be curbed, it is obvious that the 
first curtailment of production would be 
applied to the wooden ships. In this 
connection it should be noted, nowever, 
that if the world produces all of the 
steel ships that it now can build or tt 
can build in the next 18 months—and in 
addition all the wooden ships which cat 
be built in ‘that time, it will not equal 
one-half the rate of destruction estab- 
lished by the German submarines in the 
month of April of this year. 


To Increase Vessel Output. 
‘The men at the head of the Breel- -pro 


ducing industries realized late in April 
that unless the production of tonnage 
was stimulated there was a good chance 
of the Germans winning the war. They 
met together, elected a leader, entered 
into communication with the Shipping 
Board and promised to supply us with a 
very large amount of steel for shipbuild- 
ing within the period of a very few 
months, increasing gradually from the 
present time to a maximum to )D- 
reached about October, 

“Gen. Goethals thereupon began upon 
a plan of organization of the steel ship- 
pullding industry, which, through stanc- 
ardization of construction, would enor- 
mously increase the output of stee! ves- 
sels. This plan would require the tak- 
ing over of all the vessels under con- 
tract in the shipbuilding yards whose 
dates of completion can be hastened by 
increased labor and more rapid supply 
of material and equipment.” 


ENGLAND'S SUPPLY OF GRAIN 
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Food Official Says Rationing Can Be 
Avotded by Economy. 
LONDON, May 21.—The grain supply 
now on hand in the United Kingdom is 
sufficient to last 12 weeks, according to 
estimates of Kennedy Jones, Director of 
Food Economy, who spoke at Edinburgh.

The largest proportional increase in 
May, as compared with the April rec- 
ord, is in navy recruiting. This is at- 
tributed to the vigorous enlistment cam- 
paign which has been carried on, with 
the help of various forms of advertising 
and much newspaper publicity. 


Still Behind Quota. 
St. Louis, however, has thus far en- 


rolled less than 75 per cent of the quota 
officially fixed by the Navy Department 
for this district. This quota was 120, 
and the St. Louis district, with 886 navy 
recruits since April 1, is still 314 men 
short of the requirement. The navy re- 
cruiting district includes Southern IIli- 
nois and all of Missouri except Kansas 
City and St. Joseph. 

No official quota has been announced 
for army recruiting, -but of the number 
of men sought in the entire country, it 
was figured unofficially that St. Louis 
should furnish 1317. It has exceeded this 
requirement by about 70 per cent, hav- 
ing furnished 2223 men to date. 

The first call for marines asked for 
only 4000 men throughout the country, 
and no quota was fixed for St. Louis. 
Marine recruiting is conducted chiefly 
in the larger cities, and St. Louis has 
made a favorable showing as compared 
with other places. 

Aside from these branches of the reg- 
ular service, St. Louis has filled the

Subjugation of Austria. 

The subjugation of Austria-Hungary, 

which would have presented a difficult 
task under ordinary conditions, became 
in these circumstances Comparatively 
simple.’ A polyglot combination of states 
having little in common and apparently 
held together only by the decaying 
genius of the aged Emperor, Franz Jo- 
seph, the dual monarchy was regarded 
everywhere as on the verge of dissolu- 
tion. Her helplessness before Russia's 
armies became apparent early in the 
war. and the eagerness with which Ger- 
many seized the opportunity thus pre- 
sented is pointed to as emphasizing the 
farsightedness of the German plans. 
Austria-Hungary’s submission now is 
declared to be complete both in a mili- 
tary and economic sense. The German 
officers commanding her armies, abetted 
by political and industriag agents scat- 
tered through the country by Germany, 
evidently are holding the Austrian and 
Hungarian populations in a union which 
neither the hardships of war, the death 
of the Emperor nor the inspiration of 
outside influence such as the Russian 
revolution, can break. 
Bulgaria's declaration of war on the 
side of Germany was actuated by a 
German diplomatic coup which, in itself, 
is regarded now as a further evidence 
that a clear road through to the Darda- 
nelles was cOnsidered in Berlin asa pri- 
mary and imperative purpose of the 
war. It is pointed out that the only con- 
crete cause for action set forth in the 
Bulgarian war proclamation is that ‘‘the 
central Powers have promised us parts 
of Servia, creating an Austro-Bulgarian 
borderline.""

OMAHA, Neb., May 21.—Definite in- 
formation about conditions in the coun- 
try’s live stock was brought out at a 
meeting of stock growers, packing house 
owners, live stock commission men ant 
professors from western agricultural 
colleges held in Lincoln, Neb., a few 
days ago. 

It was brought out that there are 
6,000,000 fewer breeding cattle in the 
United States today than there were 15 
years ago. If three-fourths of these pro- 
duced a calf each year, the shortage 
would be 4,600,000 calves annually. A 
low estimate in weight for a three-year- 
old is 1000 pounds. The annua! shortage 
in beef is, therefore, tremendous. 

Receipts of cattle at the seven prin- 
cipal markets showed an increase of 
| $330,000, but the increase was due, the 
fexperts said, to premature marketing 
of stock. High cost of feed has caused 
i farmers to strip their herds. 

Fewer Hogs Marketed.

Mrs. William. Goodrick,. Marshal 
of Valley Center, Seizes Train 
That Offended. 


ONLY FEMININE OFFICERS 


They Are Showing What, a 
Clean City Means—Hire Men 
Only for Hard Labor. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

VALLEY CENTER, Kan., May 21.— 
Railways and other corporations, firms 
and individuals who have for years 
smiled derisively at the suggestion of 
running counter to the ordinances of 
this town, and those who have scoffed 
at the idea of keeping their tin cans and 
other rubbish off the highways within the 
town limits, are realizing that adminis- 
tration by men and that by women are 
wholly different propositions. 
Just now the entire municipal “staf?, 
barring street laborers, is composed of 
women, they having supplanted the men 
at the recent election on a platform de- 
claring for a practically clean sweep 
of men so far as it could be reasonably 
undertaken. Now the town is nearing 
the model stage of cleanliness and it 
is open—that is, there is no longer a 
blocking of roadways by leisurely mov- 
ing railway trains. 

The Feminine Staff. 

Miss Eva Francis is the new Mayor, 
the Council is entirely of women, Mrs. 
Williag Goodrick i8 Town Marshal, Mrs. 
George Bright Street Commissioner, and 
Mrs. L. A. Ridenour Police Judge. 
The street labor force was substan- 
tially enlarged at once after the woinen 
took hold, for their first move was to 
clean up the town, the roadways of 
which were weed-grown-. while the 
roads, alleys and vacant lots were lit- 
tered with an accumulation of rubbish. 
This work was given over to men, and 
when it was finished there were left 
very few of that sex on the municipal 
payroll. 
Another move begun early in the new 
order of things was to convince the two 
railways which have Valley Center on 
their time cards that ordinances were 
enacted to.be obeyed. For an hour the 
Gulf line of the Santa Fe was tied up, 
so far as one of its freight trains was 
concerned, for blocking a crossing for 
more than five minutes, the time limit 
named in the ordinance passed by the 
new council. Both the Santa Fe and the 
Frisco companies were duly warned of 
the change and the purpose to enforce 
the local law, but they seemingly forgot 
it as an os thing. 


ould Hold Train 
Recently 3 Mrs. Goodrick “laid” for the 


Santa Fe. She timed a freight train 
that stood on the crossing and when it 
had blocked traffic for 20 minutes she 
‘“pinched’”” M. A. McNeill, the conduc- 
tor. He was taken direct to the city 
hall and Mrs. Ridenour quit cooking din- 
ner for her husband, went to the city 
hall, opened police court, heard the case 
and fined the conductor $ and costs, 
amounting to $6.25 in all. 

McNeill intimated that he was going 
to fight the case and the court told him 
to go ahead and fight, but the train 
would stand on the siding until the 
fight was over. Then McNeil thought 
of his’troubles with the trainmaster and 
decided that he wouldn't fight, so he 
paid the fine and the costs. 

Trains that are now held here for or- 
ders or switching ér to let another train 
pass are cut in two and the main street 
of Valley Center is not blocked.

AMSTERDAM, May 21.—According to 
a Berlin dispatch, the German Under- 
secretary for Foreign Affairs told a 
Spanish newspaper man that Germany’s 
note on the Patricio was handed to the 
Spanish Ambassador on Saturday.

LIBERIA REBUKES GERMANY. 
From the Omaha World-Herald. 

Severance of diplomatic relations between Li- 
beria and Germany was announced during the 
conference. Dave Lawrence's kean knowledge of 
international affairs asserted itself again during 
talk on this subject.

In naming Herbert C. Hoover as food adminis- 
trator the President gives the country an excel- 
lent illustration of his meaning. Mr. Hoover and 
most of his assistants are to serve without pay. 

They take it for granted that the great com- 
mercia] associagons, long accustomed to the eth- 
ics only of the market place, will voluntarily sub- 
ordinate private to public interests. They hope 
by regulation and administration to increase sup- 
plies, to hold speculation in check, to facilitate 
distribution, to prevent hoarding and to maintain 
reasonable prices. They are to be counsellors 
and not dictators, except as a last resort. They 
must have law behind them, but the law will be 
used only against the incorrigible. 

Prompt recognition by every element of the 
population of this splendid vision of a democracy 
of war, without expectation of individual profit, 
will soon find a nation rather than army in train- 
ing—in training for valorous deeds by land and 
by sea, of course, but in training also for modest 
usefulness, for self-forgetfulness, for economy, 
and, above everything else, for public service. 
Our people have always presented many noble 
examples of these virtues, but never until today 
has every element of the population been bidden 
by the highest authority to make them the con- 
trolling motives of American life for the promo- 
tion of human rights and the extension of na- 
tional power and glory in support of these rights. 
Mr. Hoover personifies this conception perfectly. 

The response made in many other quarters, 
scientific, financial, industrial] and commercial, to 
the military needs of the country have been so 
prompt and generous that there is reason to hope 
that the food interests, vast as they are, will be 
equally patriotic. In this manner a republic may 
show an autocracy not only disciplined armies 
but disciplined production,. disciplined markets 
and disciplined appetites, all superior to its own 
because inspired by the people themselves and 
not by terror of any crown or class.

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A WORD TO THE WISE. 
The wise young man of military service age, 
sound of body and without dependents will not 
wait to be drafted, but will lose no time enlisting 
in some branch of the regular service or the na- 
tional guards. Those who hold back in the hope 
that they will escape service are likely to deceive 
themselves. 
It has been said that only one in 17 of the af- 
fected ages will be chosen. When all those who 
have dependents, who have physical defects and 
who are employed in food productions or who are 
available for mechanical work are eliminated, the 
percentage that will be taken from those remain- 
ing will be high. The chances of the individual 
to escape conscription are thus materially reduced. 
By enlisting now the eligible young man will 
have unparalleled opportunities to get the quickest 
and best possible training. He will be assocfat- 
ed with men who are already fit for duty and he 
will serve under skillful officers.

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TIME FOR EMMET’S EPITAPH. 
In September, 1803, in Dublin, facing the Judges 
who had sentenced him to death as a traitor for 
his part in the rebellion of the preceding July, 
Robert Emmet said: 

I have but one request to ask at my de- 
parture from this world: It is—the charity 
ofits silence. Let no man write my epitaph; for, 
as no man who knows my motives dares now 
vindicate them, let not'prejudice or ignorance 
asperse them. Let them and me rest in ob- 
security and peace, and my tomb remain unin- 
scribed, and my memory in oblivion, unt!) 
other times and other men can do justice to 
my character. 

When my country takes her place among 

the nations of the earth, then, and not till 
then, let my epitaph be written. 
With the acceptance by the Nationalists of Lioyd 
George's proposal of a convention of Irishmen to 
devise a scheme of self-government, it may be 
hopefully asked whether the “other times” are 
not at hand; whether the writing of the epitaph 
of the brilliant martyr of 1803 may not now be 
undertaken ? 


The vexing element in the Irish problem is the 
religious one, dating back to the British intoler- 
ance under Henry VIII of Irish Catholicism, and 
the despoiling of rebellious chiefs who refused the 
reformed. faith. The lands of these chiefs were 
turned over to English and Scotch Protestants, 
forming the “plantation of Ulster.” Around this 
unassimilable section violence and disorder have 
been constant for nearly 400 years. 

The age of religious intolerance actually passed 
in Europe with the peace of Westphalia, closing 
the Thirty Years’ War. That was the last of the 
great religious conflicts. Yet it has persisted as 
between England and Ireland, strangely out of 
place in our modern civilization. .

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INFANTILE PARALYSIS PREVENTION. 
Although the New York Health Department 
believes there will be no outbreak of infantile 
paralysis in that city during the coming sum- 
mer, because the disease comes in epidemic form 
at fairly regular intervals of five years, it is 
feared that it may break out in other parts of 
the country, heretofore, relatively immune. In 
this connection, Dr, Louis Fischer, a visiting 
physician to the New York Health Department's 
hospitals, suggests that infantile paralysis may 
possibly originate in decaying teeth. 

As the origin of the disease is stil] a mystery, 
no preventive action should be neglected, either 


its spread. Filth should be cleared away and de- 
stroyed: Flies should be exterminated. The gen- 
eral health of the children should be conserved 
by good food and fresh air. And teeth should 
be kept in good condition. 

This is a reminder that the teeth of St. Loius 
school children are neglected. The report of the 
Board of Education for 1914-1915 showed that 
more than 13,000 cases of bad teeth had been dis- 
covered among the children of the public schools, 
and that only 866 were cared for by the dental 
studenté who give their services for this’ work. 
Whetber or not infantile paralysis is due to 
bad teeth, other diseases have been traced to 
this source, and neglected teeth impair the chiid- 
ren's health and reduce their power to dy. 
As hundreds of poor families cannot for 
skilled denta) work, there appears to be no/rem- 
edy except in the creation of free dental clinics.

generations would demand the story or 
the beginnings of a great state. To 
them it was a pious duty to record the 
events they had witnessed,’’ writes Dr. 
Bassett in *‘The Middle Group of Amer- 
ican Historians.”’ 

‘In Virginia and Massachusetts they 
were especially notable. For the history 
of the establishment of the former col- 
ony we have Capt. John Smith, Edward 
Maria Wingfield, John Pory, George 
Percy. Rev. Alexander Whitaker, and 
George Sandys, all of whom wrote of 
the first years of the colony. After 
them came a pause of nearly a hundred 
years before historians long resident: in 
the colony began to write. For Massa- 
chusetts we have the beginnings de- 
scribed by Edward Winslow. Gov. Wil- 
liam Bradford and John Winthrop, men 
who were deeply loyal to the purposes 
for which the New England colonies 
were founded, and wrote in order that 
posterity might not forget how the early 
perils had been met and overcome. 
‘Each group was in earnest and very 
religious, but in different ways. The 
Virginians were members of the Church 
of England at a time we te was deep- 
ly inspired by the reforms the Eliza- 
bethan age. Puritanism still dwelt with- 
in its body, but the genial influence of 
the Book of Common Prayer was also 
felt. Early Virginia zeal, therefore, was 
a thing fit for romantic adventurers 
staking their all on the favor of God 
and their own ability. When it ex- 
pressed itself in historical literature it 
was freely human. Something of the 
same cas® of thought that gave Shak- 
speare and Ben Jonson their peculiar 
charm was revealed in it. The Puritan 
historians were rigidly devout. 

They belonged to the period which 
saw the triumph of the men who taught 
rigid simplicity. For the resonant 
phrases of the Prayer Book they sub- 
stituted the severe conventions of Cal- 
vin. Romance was chased out of the 
heart and the fear of hell was suspended 
like a sword over every threshold.’’ 
“The Puritan was intellectual. His 
disputes over dogma sharpened his wits, 
he delighted in arguments, and his 
democratic form of society promoted 
popular education. The early Puritans, 
therefore, showed more interest than the 
Virgittians in preserving their history 
after the first burst of zeal was over. 
The first Virginian to break through 
the crust of indifference was Rober! 
Beverly, a prominent planter, who pub- 
lished a ‘History of Virginia’ in 1706. 
He was led to write the book by acci-

role of historian. While in London, he 
was shown that part of Oldmixon’s 
‘British Empire in Amepica,’’ which re- 
lated to Virginia. He was disgusted with 
its defects and undertook to write a 
better book. He had been secretary of 
Virginia and was acquainted with the 
documentary sources of its history. He 
did not, however, make a large use of 
them; and the chief value of his work 
was in his wise and comprehensive 
views of colonial society. 

“The other historian of thig colony 
was William Stith. He was a@ man of 
true scholarship; and his ‘History of 
the First Discovery and Settlement of 
Virginia,’ published as Part I| of®the 
larger work, appeared in 1747. It was 
accurate as far as available materials 
went. He had access to the records of 
the London Company and drew largely 
from them and from the works of John 
Smith. P 

Stith had no senge of proportion, and 
his book did not please the Virginian 
planters, teing too heavy , for their 
taste. They gave it such poor encour- 
agement that he did not carry his re- 
searches further. While he is entitled 
to credit for Writing a thoroughly mod- 
ern book, we can comnfend neither his 
lack of adjustment to his public nor his 
want of devotion to the cause of history.” 

‘Turning to New England we find a 
more steady development. Bradford and 
Winthrop were men of great insight. 
The first wrote ‘The History of Plym- 
outh Plantation’ from the beginning to 
1646. leaving his manuscript unpub- 
lished. The book has been preserved 
in Massachusetts, a part of it being pub- 
lished by Bradford's nephew, Nathat- 
iel Morton, in his ‘New England's Me- 
morial,’ 1669. The manuscript was in 
the tower of the Old South Church, in 
Boston, when the Revolution began. It 
was carried off by British soldiers aud 
was long considered lost: but it came 
at last to the library of the Bishop of 
London, where it lay unnoticed in his 
grace’s library at Fulham. Bishop Wil- 
berforce,- of Oxford, discovered it and 
mentioned it in 184 in a book on the 
Protestant church in America. Ander- 
son also spoke of it in his ‘History of 
the Colonial Church,’ in 188. Seven 
years later two gentlemen in Boston 
came across the reference in Anderson 
and took steps to establish the identity 
of the manuscript. * * * The Bishop 
of London refused to surrender the 
copy to be taken, from which the Mass- 
achusetts Historical Society blished 
a complete edition in 1856, enrich®éd witn 
notes by Charlies Deane. ” 

“Im 1896 the Bishop of London gave 
up the manuscript, which was deposit- 
ed in the State Library in Boston: and 
in 1912 it was published by the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society in a final 
authoritative form with valuable add'- 
tional notes by Worthington C. Ford. 
Bradford's ‘History’ is a Puritan book 
in the best sense. It is an earnest and 
sincere record in a loosely annalistic 
form, deriving ita chief value from its 
accurate statement of facts and its 
transparent honesty. It will ever re- 
main one of the most valuable books in 
the field of American history 

‘John Winthrop’s Journal, published 
firat in 1790, is generally known as ‘A 
History of New England.’ 
the period from 1689 to 164. Winthrop, 
more than any one eise, was the found- 
er of the colony of Massachusetts Kay, 
and he was long its Governor. His 
book is a careful account of such trane- 
actions as he thought worth preserving. 
It ia very full of evente relating to Mas- 
sachusetts, and, like Bradford's book. it 
abounds in incidents that the author 
considered manifestations of God’. spe- 
cial care for His people. But one who 
reads it must gain a vivid impression of 
the life and problems in church and 


state of the founders of New England.

Cook 2 or 3 min- 
utes, or until the custard thickens, stir- 
ring constantly; then remove from the 
fire and flavor with extract of vanilla. 
Serve very cold with either a plain yel- 
low custard. sauce or with sweetened 
and flavored whipped cream.

S late in almost any form that the 
following recipes for dishes made 
with chocolate have been gathered to- 
gether for their particular delectation: 
CHOCOLATE BREAD PUDDING.— 
Beat 3 egga unt!l very light and stir in.7 
tablespoons of grated chocolate, 14 ta- 
blespoons of bread crumbs (not crusty), 
3 or 4 tablespoons of powdered sugar, a 
pinch of salt and 1 quart of milk. Mix 
together thoroughly, flavor with vanilla, 
pour into a buttered baking dish and 
bake in a good oven for about % hour. 
Serve hot with hard sauce. 
CHOCOLATE. PUDDING.—Jo 1 quart 
of milk Which has not been skimmed, 
add % of a cup of chocolate; let it come 
to a boil, then cool. Beat the yolks of 
4 eggs until very light, sweeten with *, 
pound of sugar and flavor wit& vanilla 
When the chocolate and milk are cool, 
stir in this second. mixture gradually 
and, when well blended. pour it all into 
a buttered baking dish. Let it bake 
slowly in’a moderate oven. When done, 
remove from the oven and allow it to 
cool: then add a meringue made of the 
whites of 4 eggs, beaten until very stiff, 
to which are added 4 tablespoons of 
powdered sugar and a few drops of va- 
nilla extract. Heap the meringue lightly 
on the pudding, and set the dish in the 
oven a few minutes to brown it. Serve 
cold. 
CHOCOLATE DROP CAKES.—Cream 
% cup of butter and work into it 1 cup 
of augar. Add 1 egg, beaten until light, 
and 2 squares of chocolate, meited. Sift 
together 2% cups of flour (scant), 2 tea- 
spoons of baking powder and ‘% tea- 
spoon of salt. Add this, alternately with 
\% of a cup of milk, to the first mixture. 
Drop from a teaspoon on buttered bak- 
ing tins, or, if preferred, roll out very 
thin and cut into fancy cookie shapes. 
Bake in a hot oven. 
CHOCOLATE NUT SQUARES.—Beat 
% cup of butter to a cream and work 
into it 1 cup of sugar, 2 eggs beaten 
well, 2 squares of chocolate melted, 
cup of flour, a pinch of salt, 1 scant cup 
of walnut megts broken into smali 
pieces, and a little extract of vanilla. 
Bake in a‘large buttered pan in a slow 
oven. Let it cool in the pan, after 
cutting it into squares.

THER sports than golf are Keep- 
ing alive conditions of play that 
are obsolete. or narrow-minded in 
their conception.
